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Mahony is new L.A. archbishop

WASHINGTON (NC) — Pope John Paul II accepted 
the resignation of Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles July 16 and named Bishop Roger M. Mahony of 
Stockton to succeed him as head of the largest archdiocese 
in the country. 

Cardinal Manning, who 
turned 75 late last year, 
submitted his resignation 
after nearly 40 years as a 
bishop and 15 as head of the 
Los Angeles See. Church 
law requires bishops to 
submit their resignations at 
age 70. 


CARDINAL MAN- 
NING’S retirement draws Abp. Mahony 
the U.S. church closer to the end of a major era. Of the 
four remaining active cardinals in the country, only 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia, who turns 75 later 
this year, attended the Second Vatican Council in the

The changes in the Los Angeles archdiocese, which has

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Criticism can lead to ‘centrist’ views

ALCALA PARK — Although the very idea of taking a 
critical look at the Bible strikes many Catholics as a 
‘‘liberal’’ pursuit, a noted Scripture scholar told a local 
aucbonce that biblical criticism can lead to ‘‘balanced,”’ 

‘‘centrist’’ and ‘‘conservative’’ views. 

For instance, as Father Raymond E. Brown, SS, tried 
to answer the ‘‘badly phrased’’ question, “Did Jesus 
Know He Was God?’’ he concluded in his second talk 
that careful study of the subtleties of the Bible can lead 
one to a conservative answer. 


FATHER BROWN, author of more than 20 books 
about the Bible, spoke five nights July 15-19 to capacity 
crowds at USD’s Manchester Conference Center. His 
talks, part of the 1985 Summer Lecture Series, were 
hosted by University of San Diego Continuing 
Education. 

In his first talk, ‘‘Modern Biblical Criticism and the 
Development of Catholic Doctrine,’’ the Bible scholar 
said the ‘‘centrist position’’ is that biblical criticism is 
here to stay. The Church teaches that the Bible is a library 
and that not all of it is history, he said; the Bible includes 
fact, poetry and many other literary forms. Biblical 
scholars try to increase understanding by examining those 
forms. 

For instance, in his second talk he pointed out a

quotation from John, attributed to Jesus, that He could 
not possibly have uttered. It is “utterly: inconceivable”’ 
that Jesus called Himself ‘‘Jesus Christ,’’ as indicated in 
John 17:3, Fr. Brown said. 


THE NAME Jesus Christ came only after the 
Resurrection, Fr. Brown said, and is the shortened 


version of the Christian confession that ‘Jesus is the 
Christ.’ 


Incidents like that arise from the fact that the Gospels 
were written many years after the Resurrection. 


Resistance to the very idea of biblical criticism comes 
from ‘fundamentalists’? and ‘“‘liberals,’’ because the 
findings of Bible scholars often do not suit their beliefs. 


A CENTRIST position toward Catholic doctrine also 
exists, he said. Most theologians believe there is infallible 
Church doctrine and agree there is no ‘‘complete list’’ of 
that doctrine, he said. Catholics approach a ‘‘delicate 
area’ when they say ‘this is the ordinary teaching of the 
Church.’ Doctrine is not as precise as we might like, Fr. 
Brown noted. 

Biblical criticism and church doctrine have ‘‘nuances’’ 
that must be dealt with. For instance, the Holy Office has 
recognized that doctrinal statements are phrased in a 
‘‘changeable language of the epoch.’’ Many doctrinal 
statements answer only one question and were not meant 


to exhaust questions on the issue.

Brief requests overturning 
‘flawed’ abortion ruling

WASHINGTON (NC) — The _ Reagan 


administration, prompted by abortion law cases from 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, asked the U.S. Supreme Court 
July 15 to overturn its landmark 1973 decision legalizing 
abortion. 

The administration, in a Justice Department friend-of- 
the-court brief, argued that the the Constitution itself 
contains no language guaranteeing abortion rights and 
that the court’s 1973 Roe vs. Wade abortion ruling was 
flawed. 


A ‘COMPELLING ground for our urging 
reconsideration of Roe vs. Wade is our belief that the 
textual, historical and doctrinal basis of that decision is so 
far flawed that this court should overrule it and return the 
law to the condition in which it was before that case was 
decided,”’ the brief declared. ‘‘There is no explicit, 
textual warrant in the Constitution for a right to an 
abortion.”’ 

Prior to the high court’s 1973 ruling, various states 
forbade abortion while others did not. 

The Justice Department also stated that the 1973 ruling 
“is a source of such instability in the law that this court 
should reconsider that decision and on reconsideration 
should abandon it.”’ 


IN ITS brief, the Justice Department also argued that 
the federal appeals courts rulings in the Pennsylvania and 
Illinois cases should be overturned because the rulings in 
those cases, too, were ‘‘multiply flawed.”’ 


By urging the court to overturn its 1973 decision, the 
Justice Department apparently sought an overruling for 
the first time since 1954, when the department 
successfully asked the court in Brown vs. Board of Education 
to throw out the 1896 ruling permitting racially “‘separate 
but equal’’ schools. 

The Supreme Court had agreed in April and May to 
hear the Pennsylvania and Illinois disputes. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA case involves the state 
Abortion Control Act, passed in 1982 but largely gutted 
by the 3rd U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in Philadelphia. 


Provisions of the law struck down by the appeals court 


demanded that a woman seeking an abortion be told of - 


the adverse psychological and physical effects and be 
advised of potential pre-natal and childbirth assistance; 
that a second physician be available to save a viable fetus 
aborted; that the physician use an abortion method most 
likely to save the unborn baby as long as the woman was 
not threatened; and that the physician file various reports

‘SOLIDARITY’ — The president of the 
U.S. bishops’ conference has telegraphed the 
head of the Nicaraguan bishops expressing 
solidarity ‘‘in this difficult moment in 
Nicaragua’s history.’’ The message, from 
Bishop James W. Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, to Bishop Pablo Antonio Vega of the 
Prelature of Juigalpa, was sent July 19 to mark 
the sixth anniversary of the Nicaraguan 
revolution. The U.S. bishops have consistently 
urged diplomatic and political measures as 
means of smoothing U.S.-Nicaraguan 
relations. 


MASS LIMIT — Nashville diocesan 
priests routinely celebrating three Masses each 
Sunday will have to limit themselves to two, 
Bishop James D. Niedergeses of Nashville said 
in a decree. The bishop also set strict limits on 
the priests’ formerly automatic privilege of 
celebrating Mass twice a day. He ordered his 
priests not to offer more than one Mass on 
weekdays and two Masses on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holy days. The result is that 
nearly all parishes have to cut back Mass 
schedules, especially on weekends.

TRAUMA TIMES TWELVE — Twelve 
years after the Supreme Court legalized 
abortion, pro-lifers have put abortion rights 
advocates on the defensive, a Lutheran scholar 
said. But the abortion debate will traumatize 
American society for at least another 12 years, 
the Rev. Richard J. Neuhaus predicted. 
Neuhaus, a theologian who directs the 
Rockford (Ill.) Institute’s Center on Religion 
and Society, wrote in a special report for the 
Rockford-based public policy center that ‘‘no 
question so agitates the body politic’’ as 
abortion. 


NOW MARCH — Eleanor Smeal, elected 
president of the National Organization for 
Women, announced plans for a pro-abortion 
march in Washington next spring. Smeal, 45,

KEARNEY MESA — When it comes to human rights, 
individuals must not only help themselves, but their 
neighbors, too, the executive director of the Harry S. 
Truman Institute at Hebrew University in Israel said July 
Lee 

If Jews want to safeguard their right to be different, 
they ‘‘have to fight for others’ right to be different,’’ Edy 
Kaufman said at a briefing for San Diego community 
leaders on ‘‘Human Rights in Latin America.’’ The talk 
was sponsored by the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews, the San Diego Ecumenical Conference and the 
Jewish Community Relations Council. 


VIOLENCE IN Latin America in the last 10 years was 
worse than at any time in the last century, Kaufman said, 
but the situation seems to have improved lately. 


Torture and disappearances are two examples of 
qualitative violations of human rights in Latin America, 
he said. 

In Uruguay, Amnesty International detailed 12 
methods of torture used to suppress political opponents 
during the 1970’s, he said. Kaufman is the former acting 
director of the Latin American Research Department for 
Amnesty International. 

‘“SARGENTINA BECAME famous for 
disappearances.’’ At its peak, 10,000 to 12,000 persons a 
month disappeared in the South American country, the 
Argentina native said. 

Prior to the 1970s, many Latin American governments 
repressed only political opponents. But during that 


decadé, others became ‘‘indirect targets of repression,”’ - 


‘Kaufman said. These included journalists, lawyers and 
doctors whom some regimes felt sympathized with 
political opponents. 

In 1976, one in every 500 Uruguayans was jailed for 
their political beliefs, Kaufman said, describing 
quantitative aspects of human rights violations in Latin 
America.

executed by their government, he said. 


During the last days of Somoza’s reign in Nicaragua, 
“massive genocide’’ of males between the ages of 14 and 
21 — whom the regime suspected were sympathetic with 
the Sandinistas — was planned, Kaufman explained. 


Latin America’s violence of the last 10 years was 
triggered by the people’s ‘‘rising expectations’’ after the 
Cuban revolution in 1959. ‘‘Revolution was seen as a 
shortcut to change.’ 


THE UNWILLINGNESS or economic inability of 
many Latin American governments to achieve social 
justice also sparked the area’s violence, he said. 


However, despite the past decade’s violence, change 
can be seen. ‘‘Erosion of military power’’ is one reason 
for the area’s improvement, the Latin American expert 
said. 


In 1976, 16 of 21 Latin American countries were under 
military rule. Now 16 of 21 nations are under elected rule, 
he noted. 


‘SEVEN IN Central America...things are moving 
forward.”’ 


“‘The growing importance of human rights 
organizations,’’ in Latin America, especially because of 
the Roman Catholic Church’s aid, is another reason for 
the area’s betterment, he explained. The Catholic Church 
and other churches and synagogues have spoken out 
against human rights violations, he added. 


The Church has been particularly vocal on ‘‘the issues 
of killing and torture. They have been instrumental in 
helping change the situation,’’ Kaufman said. 


FOR THE most part, the ‘‘military is afraid to touch 
the Church’’ because most military men are Catholic and 


they desire to preserve the appearance of being ‘‘good 
Catholics,’’ he said. 


However, exceptions to this hands-off policy toward the 
Latin American Church can be found in occurrences like 
the assassination of Archbishop Oscar Romero in El 
Salvador, he said. 


Vietnamese Catholics seeks reconciliation

PRESIDIO PARK — About 50 members of the 
Vietnamese Catholic Community gathered at the foot of 
the cross here for a holy hour, which began with hymns 
and rosary recitation. 


In an attempt to unite a community that once was 
fractured by leadership disagreements, the focus is now 
on offering community events aimed at reconciliation, the 
new leaders said. 


AS A result, the organization of the Vietnamese 
community has strengthened itself in the past few months, 
Tran Vu, former lay leader of the group, said. 

About 10 years ago the Vietnamese Catholic 
community was an organized group of believers, but 
leaders disagreed on procedure. When the problem came 
to the attention of Bishop Maher in 1980, he asked the 
group to formally disband. 


In June, 1984, Vu and Dien Do brought to Bishop 
Maher petitions signed by 600 people who wanted a new 
formal community be formed. The bishop agreed it was 
time to reorganize the community, and appointed Vu and 
Do as president and vice president. 

VU ASKED this March to be relieved of his duties 
because he serves. as secretary-general for a national 


Vietnamese Catholic group and found he did not. have 
time to effectively serve both groups. 


Do, the vice-president, became president when. the 
bishop accepted Vu’s resignation. 


Do, who estimates the diocesan Catholic Vietnamese 
community at 2,000, is a Holy Family parishioner, where 
he teaches CCD in Vietnamese. 


COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES, such as the recent 
outdoor holy hour, have been a high priority for the past 
year, Do said. 


The devotion to Mary that is typical of Vietnamese 
Catholics has been used as a rallying point by the new 
leaders. The community meets to recite the rosary on the 
13th of each month. A Blue Army of the Vietnamese 
community was formed in March, Do said. Blue Army 
members and other Vietnamese Catholics attend monthly 
first Saturday Masses at various churches with large 
Vietnamese populations. 

The community will celebrate the Vietnamese New 
Year September 1 with a Mass at Our Lady of Grace 
Church. Bishop Leo T. Maher will be main celebrant. 

THE FESTIVITIES will begin Aug. 31 with an 
evening of traditional Vietnamese dances and music. A 
130-member choir, composed of Vietnamese people from

Committees formed by families of those who have been 
arrested, disappeared or exiled are also responsible for the 
area’s improvement, he said. 

EXTERNAL FACTORS influencing the area’s 
human rights improvements include work done by the 
Carter administration and some foreign officials working 
in Latin America. 

Congressional investigations of human rights violations 
in the area have also caused some improvement, he said. 

Organizations such as the Inter-American Commission 
of Human Rights of the United Nations and Amnesty 
International are also responsible for some of the changes 
in Latin America, Kaufman said. 


KAUFMAN DETAILED the ‘‘over-representation”’ _ 


of Jewish victims of human rights abuses in Argentina. 
While Jews make up only one percent of that nation’s 
population, they comprised ‘‘10 percent of the 
casualties.”’ 

He suggested three reasons for this treatment of Jews: 
anti-Semitism, Jewish involvement in the professions 
targeted by governments for oppression and because 
‘many Jews, especially the youth, are ‘‘more vocal about 
social issues’’ like human rights violations. 


Stewardship goal reached; 
some pledges still unpaid

SAN DIEGO — The Stewardship picture for this year 
includes bright spots and one “‘unhappy’’ figure, the 
Stewardship director said in a recent interview. 


The diocesan goal of gaining $1,669,300 has been 
achieved, Msgr. William Kraft, Stewardship director, 
said. Of the $2,392,487 pledged this year, $1,803,237 has 
been paid; that leaves $589,250 to be collected. 


THE RATE of payment this year is greater than last 
year. As of last July 1, $1,664,461 of the pledged 
$2,358,744 had been collected. 


Diocesan service agencies, which depend on the 
Stewardship money, need the funds, Msgr. Kraft said, so 
statements are still be mailed monthly. 


Stewardship funds primarily go to a development fund 
for new parishes (at least five will soon be formed) and 
agencies including the Department of Education and 
Catholic Community Services. About $400,000 will go 
toward the establishment of parishes, Msgr. Kraft said. 


MOST PARISHES are assigned a goal, and any 
money above that figure collected from parishioners is 
rebated to the parish. As of July 1, $104,733 had been 
rebated, Msgr. Kraft said. The potential of parishes to 
collect more rebates during the coming moths is 
‘“‘outstanding,’’ he added, because more than half the 
parishes have reached their diocesan goals in payments. 
All but five percent of the parishes have achieved their 
goal in pledges. : 

Although Catholics pledged more money this year than 
last, fewer people promised diocesan support. Msgr. 
Kraft called it a ‘‘wonderful increase’’ in dollars, but 
tempered his enthusiasm because of the drop in donors — 
from 19,640 to 19,330, despite the growth 
trend in this diocese, which has served thousands more 
-households than it had last year. ‘‘I can’t see where that’s 
a happy figure,’’ Msgr. Kraft added. 


THE AVERAGE pledge last year was nearly $124; 
this year’s average was about $120. 

New parishes have no Stewardship goal for the first five 
years. Because parishes will be established during the next 
Stewardship season, more money will be needed for the 
development fund, Msgr. Kraft said. A Stewardship 
committee is working to establish higher goals for parishes 
next year.

Cardinal Ratzinger contradicts self 


This seems to be open season on national bishops’ conferences. 


Recently, Philip Lawler, who monitors the U.S. Catholic 
Conference closely for the magazine Catholicism in Crisis, 
concluded that most ordinary Catholics would never notice if a 
few staff aides or a few USCC offices disappeared. 


Lawler and’ others, such as Ralph MclInerny, editor of 
Catholicism in Crisis, disagree with the USCC on several scores. 
Their chief complaint is that the conference staff allegedly has too 
much influence and, in effect, has the bishops at their mercy, a 
concern reflected in McInerny’s recent novel, The Noonday 
Devil. 


The concern of McInerny and Lawler would hardly merit a 
response were it not that the same complaint is being voiced by 
others, including Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith. 


A book, Report on the Faith, written by an Italian journalist 
and based on a series of interviews with Cardinal Ratzinger, was 
published recently in Italian and French. In this pessimistic 
book, the cardinal takes a dim view of national bishops’ 
conferences as they have developed since Vatican Council II. 


He alleges, as does McInerny, that when the bishops come 
together in national episcopal conferences they run the risk of 
having their distinctive teaching role stifled by the bureaucrats 
who staff the conferences. 


By that the cardinal means the bishops are becoming too 
dependent on staff people who do their research and draft their 
official documents. 


Cardinal Ratzinger further contends that conference 
bureaucrats, in an effort to strike a balance between conflicting 
points of view, often tend to flatten or blunt the evangelical 
message the bishops should be putting forth. 


In other words, he thinks the bishops, instead of fearlessly 
exercising individual leadership in the Church, are settling for a 
kind of group ‘‘conformism.’’ 


In one respect, McInerny and company are saying the same 
thing. In another respect, however, they are saying something 
different. Their real concern is not that the bishops are settling 
for a watered-down consensus that will blunt their evangelical 
message, but that the bishops are being manipulated by their 
staff into rubber-stamping left-wing statements. 


I think both Cardinal Ratzinger and McInerny have it wrong, 
at least in the case of the USCC, because they are not well- 
informed about the conference’s inner workings. To suggest that 
the bishops are at the mercy of their staff is contrary to fact. 


Moreover, the cardinal has contradicted himself on this issue. 
While maintaining that in their national conferences the bishops 
are in a sense at the mercy of their staff who anonymously draft 
documents the bishops issue, he pays tribute to the bureaucrats of 
the Roman Curia. Why? Because the work they do gives them 
little personal satisfaction. They labor anonymously preparing 
documents or interventions which are attributed to others at the 
summit of the Vatican structure. 


I fail to see how this tribute to the Vatican staff can possibly be 
reconciled with the cardinal’s concern about the national 
conference bureaucrats. Like their Roman counterparts, 
national conference staff members receive little public credit for 
their work. With all due respect, the cardinal cannot have it both 
ways.

‘After 25 years’ 


Recently I celebrated 25 years as a priest. Many people, 
especially those born since 1960, have told me how long a time 
this is. From my perspective, though, it doesn’t seem very long at 
all. Perhaps that’s because so much in church and civil society 
has changed and continues to change, during these years. Trying 
to keep abreast of change, reflecting on what’s happening, 
moving on to new and different responsibilities, assessing and 
evaluating new ideas, combined with a personal prediliction to 
look more toward the future than the past, does not afford much 
time to count passing months and years. 


A few years ago, an aunt of mine (aged a young 80), was 
telling me about the vagaries of the elderly members of her 
parish. Near the end of her story she began laughing and 
remarked: ‘‘What am I talking about, elderly people! I’m one of 
them myself!’ Only she didn’t feel or act ‘‘elderly.”’ 


When I was in high school, a group of us used to hang out at a 
doughnut shop (far better, my parents said, than a pool hall — 
but I guess this dates me). Printed on the menu was: ‘‘As you go 
through life, brother, whatever be your goal, keep your eye upon 
the donut, not upon the hole.’’ A bit corny and homespun, 
perhaps, but also helpful. 


In a different context, Jesus tells us that He came to give us 
life, and to give it to us more abundantly; He did not come to 
help us cipher off the passage of time. The life He gives us is the 
Church, the sacraments, a loving family, caring friends, 
opportunities to serve and be served. This strikes me as abundant 
living and not just the passing of time. 


As Christians, we look to the past only to gain some 
Perspective on the present and hope for the future. The 
crucifixion and resurrection of Jesus Christ are not merely 
historical events. They give meaning for today and help for 
tomorrow. 


In 1960, 25 years seemed a very long time into the future. In 
1985, 25 years ago doesn’t seem to be that long at all.

Do we still have indulgences? 


Q.: Do we still have indulgences in the Catholic Church? 
Weren’t they done away with by Vatican II? 


A.: Because of a complicated series of historical factors, 
indulgences have become sort of a “whipping boy’’ in the 
Catholic Church. Although the actual circumstances which led 
up to the Protestant Reformation are extremely intricate and 
complicated, the ‘‘selling of indulgences’? is commonly used as a 
facile excuse for the Reformation and_ its consequences. 
Indulgences have also been seen as an example of superstition in 
the Church. For many people, indulgences seemed to imply that 
one could earn salvation automatically through a series of rote 
actions. 


Vatican II recommended a complete revision of the system of 
indulgences. Pope Paul VI complied with this wish by 
restructuring indulgences in his 1967 apostolic constitution, 
Indulgentiarum Doctrina. The teaching of Indulgentiarum Doctrina has 
been canonized in the 1983 Code of Canon Law. 


The whole indulgence structure has been greatly simplified. 
Indulgences remit the temporal punishment due to sin which has 
already been forgiven in sacramental confession. Far more 
sensibly, however, indulgences serve as motivators. They 
encourage people to perform works of devotion, repentance and 
charity. Indulgences encourage works that especially contribute 
to the growth of faith and the good of the community. 


Several technical changes have taken place in the indulgence 
structure. The number of indulgences has been significantly 
reduced. The various kinds of indulgences have been suppressed. 
The only distinction remaining is that between partial and full 
indulgences. Artificial time limits (“120 days’ indulgence’’) have 
been suppressed. Full indulgences are much rarer and, 
under all circumstances, may be gained at the very most once a 
day. The notion of automatic or rote practice has been 
suppressed. Finally, three conditions are required for gaining a 
full indulgence: sacramental confession, Eucharistic _. 
Communion and prayers for the Pope’s intentions. A further 
requirement is the rejection of all attachment to sin, even venial 
sin.

There are times when our future seems very obscure 
and we find ourselves fretting in a pointless anxiety about 
what might or might not happen. We can waste a great 
deal of emotional strength in our fear and agitation and 
really inhibit ourselves from coping with reality. I always 
enjoy the way Jesus handled such symptoms among His 
disciples. 


Whatever the situation — the storm at sea, persecution 
by unbelievers, the sight of His glorification or any of the 
other crises in which they found themselves — His 
response was the same. ‘‘Why are you afraid? I am with 
you.’’ The words may differ but the meaning is the same. 
Your security, present and future, is in Christ. Only have 
faith that it is so. 


IN THE STORY of the storm at sea, we have the 
rather incongruous image of Jesus sleeping soundly 
through a fierce squall which has the little boat tossing 
about and the disciples in a high state of panic. We can, of 
course, suggest that His equilibrium was so superior that 
He was not conscious of the boat’s instability — or that 
His peace of mind was such that He could sleep through 
any disturbance. 


It seems much more likely that something more 
important is being said. Many times when we are agitated 
by some turn of events in our lives, we feel that Jesus is 
not paying attention. He seems to be unaware of what is

afflicting us. He seems asleep! When in our panic we call 
on Him and harass Him, admonishing His apparent lack 
of concern, He answers, ‘‘Be still.’’ 


In the Gospel story He says the word to the elements, 
which instantly obeyed. He was also quite probably 
saying them to the disciples whose obedience was always 
less prompt — like our own. ‘‘Have you no faith?” He 
asks. Often this is the response we miss. Our anxiety will 
not allow us to be still. Our self-absorption demands that 
our circumstances be altered immediately. Our fear and 
impatience will not allow us to accept that usually the 
solution lies in our own hands. If we cannot change the 
situation, we can certainly change our response to it. 


“BE STILL. Be not afraid. Do you not know that I 
am with you?’’ The reassurance, as tender as that of a 
mother to her infant, is communicated in silence. It is our 
awareness of His presence that awakens us to what He is 
telling us. Because He does not speak as clearly or audibly 
as we would like, does not mean that He is not actively 
participating in our lives. One of the things that we 
Christians have every right to take for granted is that 
Jesus is constantly involved in our affairs, constantly 
drawing us towards the peace that only His presence can 
give. 

When we are truly accepting of that presence, and 
understand the utter fidelity and concern of His love, then

anxiety and agitation seem inappropriate. If He is in — 
control, why should we fear or fret? With trust in Him, 
we are more capable of doing what objectively needs to be 
done in this or that event, and better equipped to wait 
patiently for the resolution of what we are unable to 
change by our own efforts. 


I don’t suppose anyone ever reaches that point of 
abandonment where it is no longer necessary to remind 
oneself from time to time to be calm and have faith. We 
are not sufficiently detached from our egotism to rest 
quietly in God’s will. Probably for the rest of our lives we 
will have to struggle against fear and worry — even if for 
only a short while. If Jesus didn’t manage to wholly 
eradicate this human recoil from unpleasantness, it is 
hardly likely we shall. 


THE TRICK is to come to a declaration of faith 
swiftly enough to slip it in before He has a chance to 
repeat ‘‘Oh you of so little faith — why are you afraid?” 
Or, as He Himself said in the Garden, ‘‘Not my will but 
yours.”’ There is a tremendous freedom in_ that, 
eventually. There is nothing so binding and inhibiting as 
fear and anxiety. We may lay those burdens at the feet of 
Jesus and go on our way lightened and enlightened. 


And really, there is something very comforting in the 
thought that the things that worry us so much arc of so 
little ultimate importance that our good friend Jesus in 
His wisdom might sleep through them!

Historian Barbara Tuchman’s book The March of Folly 
has been out for more than a year; it has received mixed 
reviews, with the general consensus that some parts are 
better than others. If you remember, the author wanted to 
consider some historical situations in which warfare could 
have been avoided if the parties who differed could have 
moved reasonably, and using common sense, resolved 
their conflicts. 


One situation she considers is the loss of the American 
colonies by England in the Revolutionary period. She 
places much of the blame on the concentration of the 
leaders in England to their own personal and relatively 
unimportant difficulties. As she writes: ‘“The all- 
pervading, all-important problem that absorbed major 
attention was the game of faction, the obtaining of office, 
the manipulating of connections, the making and 
breaking of political alliances — in sum, the business, 
more urgent, more vital, more passionate than any other, 
of who’s in, who’s out. In the absence of fixed political 

_-parties, the forming of a government was more subject to 
personal maneuvering than at any time since.”’ :

irritated when I can name an obscure author and they say 
something like, ‘‘Why would anyone know anything like 
that?’’

Isn’t the author hinting at the power structure in this 
or that diocese? People gobble up these stories as if they 
were true. 


But,.of course, this is because we in America are 
hypnotized by power, who has it, who uses it and how 
they use it. The story of the Bendix Corporation and how 
a love affair threatened this financial empire is now in 
print and selling well. It would be foolish to deny that for 
some, church structures are viewed as places to exercise 


shows like The Waltons and Eight Is Enough to meeting a 
deep need in families to bond through shared activities. 
“Tf we can’t have it in our own families,’’ she says, ‘“we 
can at least watch it in other families and get pleasure out 
of their pleasure.”’ 


After observing how much families enjoy the 
camaraderie and laughter of Trivial Pursuit, I was 
surprised to hear a woman say in a group of mothers, 
‘‘Does anyone else resent being forced to play Trivial 
Pursuit?’’

As we played Trivial Pursuit during our last holidays, I 
was struck anew by the relationship between family fun 
and family bonding. Bonding doesn’t come just from 
living and working together but from playing and 
laughing together. This game and others give us an 
excuse to do that and that’s why I believe it’s so popular.

power. No matter how much we talk from Vatican II of 
ministry as service, there are those who want to see that 
service as a power structure. 


IT HAS BEEN said that this is part of the question of 
ordination of women. Some come to see the priesthood as 
a power source, not as an imitation of Jesus the Servant.

Then we spend 
our time manipulating and using people, which is 
completely alien to the Gospel. We must remember, we in 
the Church, that when Jesus came He was one of those 
who was out of the power structure and remained so until the 
day He died. His Resurrection -was not to give the 
Apostles power but to make them outcasts. As Paul said, 
we preach the cross, which is folly to the wise. After all, 
how can you be one of those who are in when, with Christ, 
you choose the cross, the badge of the loser, the outsider?

KEARNEY MESA — Only those ‘‘who can affirm 
their past,’’ and see God working in the present, ‘“‘can 
have an optimistic outlook about the future,’’ Abbot 
David Geraets told about 2,000 at the ‘‘Hearts on Fire’’ 
gathering July 6 at the Al Bahr Shrine here. 


‘*God uses all the events in our lives to bring us where 
we are today,’’ the Benedictine abbot of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Abbey in Pecos, New Mexico, explained. “‘As 
we tell God’’ about these occurrences, they become 
“‘positive’’ events, he said, calling this process ‘‘healing 
of memories.”’ 


FATHER EDWARD Kaicher was master of 
ceremonies for the all-day gathering sponsored by the 
diocesan offices of RENEW, religious education and 
charismatic renewal as a follow up to the April 20 FIRE 
Rally. 

By changing our attitude toward unfortunate events in 
our lives, ‘‘they can become salvific,’’ the abbot said. 
““We know we are God’s sons if we speak our whole lives 
to Him. This intimate sharing with the Lord’’ leads to 
our being ‘‘authorized’’ or strengthened to teach and 
preach His message. 


To facilitate communication with God, Abbot Geraets 
suggested ‘‘reflecting on what God has done for us 
personally, as a family and as a parish,’’ and keeping a 
journal of these events. 


HE COMPARED ‘telling our story to God’’ to the 
biblical authors who alone could tell Israel’s story because 
they ‘‘understood the inside meaning”’ of the events 
recorded in Scripture. 


Other ways of ‘‘contacting the risen Lord’’ are through 
liturgical worship, imitating Him and studying about 
Him. Jesus ‘‘died to take away our sins, not our heads,’’ 
the retreat master said, quoting a sign he once saw in 
Minneapolis. 

Abbot Geraets emphasized the need to return to ‘‘our 
original vision described in the Book of Revelation 21 —a 
kingdom without death or illness. We need signs and 
wonders in Christianity to give us hope’’ for what the 
Church in the ‘‘end times will be like.’ Where are the 
prophets, he asked, who can give vision and hope to the 
Church? 


“IF I don’t see people getting healed; and if I can’t 
find parishes and communities where there is love and 
peace, it’s hard to believe’? the. New Jerusalem will 
“come in its fulness,’’ the spiritual director said. 


Just as ‘“Jesus came to restore the Spirit to Israel, God 
raises up movements today to renew the Church,’’ he 
said, referring to the charismatic renewal, Cursillos in 
Christianity and Marriage Encounter. 


““The Church is renewed by those who remain faithful, 
not by ‘‘maverick groups’’ which can cause ‘‘splits in the 
Body of Christ. Everything we do should bring peace, 
unity and harmony,’’ he said. ‘‘Either Jesus Christ is 
Lord, or we lord it over one another.’’ 


IN ABBOT Gereats’ second talk, he said, ‘“‘Our 
teachings are summed up in the statement that ‘Jesus 
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- Opportunity for optimism seen 


Christ is Lord’ (and) He has gone through death and 
resurrection and sent us the Holy Spirit.’’ 


The difference between ‘‘people fully present’’ at 
Sunday Masses and ‘‘those who aren’t all there depends 
on the quality of their relationship with Jesus and with 
each other.’’ He described ‘‘meeting Jesus, the Holy 
Spirit and God, the Father, as moments in 
Christianization measured by our relationships with other 
people.”’ 


For relationships to endure, they must move to the level 
of ‘“‘unconditional love,’’ he said. ‘‘We become actual 
members of the Body of Christ by pledging to be broken 
bread and poured out wine for one another.’’ 


TELEVISION EVANGELIST Father Michael 
Manning, SVD, emphasized the need for ‘‘depth 
relationships’ among today’s disciples of Jesus who is 
“found in that unity.’’ Parishes are called to form 
community within themselves so they can be a sign of 
hope to the world torn by divisions. 


Using humorous monologue, he compared diversity 
among parishioners — ‘‘liberals and conservatives, 
charismatics and Tridentines...with the apostles’ opposite 
temperaments Jesus brought together to shine out as a 
nucleus of hope. But we must struggle with these 
differences and come together as a bond of unity,’’ he 
said. 


The priest gave two methods for achieving this ideal — 
listening openly to those who differ from us ‘‘without 
forming conclusions’’ and expressing our feelings to the 
pastor, parish council and with one another. Although we 
risk rejection when sharing our ‘‘excitement about the 
Lord and our anger’ at what we consider wrong, these 
feelings should not be repressed, he said. 


“IF WE can make our parishes a beacon light of unity, 
despite all their differences, and come together as church, 
our peace can change the world,’’ he said. ‘‘We are 
present in the (Beirut) hostage situation and in the 
prejudice separating’’ South Africans. ‘‘We are called to 
turn around the terror of Communism.’’ 


“‘The gift of mass media makes us a part of everyone 
else in the world,’’ the evangelist continued. We should 
use the media to spread the ‘“‘love of Jesus Christ we 
experience in our struggling communities.’’ he said. 

The national speaker encouraged listeners to minister 
through the media, because ‘‘evangelization is loving 
people so much we want to give them the best thing’’ we 
have, ‘“‘the reality of Jesus Christ.’

The Illinois law, also invalidated in large part, 
demanded that doctors use abortion methods most likely 
to preserve the child and that doctors tell women that 
certain tools or forms of pregnancy prevention — such as 
the intrauterine device — are abortifacients. 


THE ILLINOIS law was struck down by the 7th U.S. 


Circuit Court of Appeals, based in Chicago. 


In their rulings, according to the Justice Department, 
the appeals courts ‘‘betrayed unabashed hostility to state 
regulation of abortion and ill-disguised suspicion of state 
legislators’ motives.”’ 


The administration claimed the information provision 
struck down in the Pennsylvania law ‘“‘is identical to’’ a 
similar measures found unobjectionable in the high 
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‘HEARTS ON FIRE’ — More than 2,000 people 
gathered July 6 for a day of exhortation, prayer and 
song. It was a follow-up to the April 20 FIRE Rally. 


In Father Manning’s homily during the closing Mass, 
he told the crowd they were ‘‘baptized prophets called to 
make God present in their lives at home, work and church

PARTICIPANTS RESPONDED positively to the 
day of exhortation, prayer and song. ‘‘Both speakers 
made me want to evangelize, although I’m a private, 
inward person,’’ said Mary Avvampato of St. Therese 
parish who attended one of Abbot Geraets’ retreats at the 
Pecos, New Mexico monastery. 


“The talks were inspirational and gave me a deeper 
sense of community in my parish,’’ Lena Grunkemeier of 
Blessed Sacrament Church, said. 


FRED SCHIPPER of St. Charles Borromeo parish 
said he was ‘‘enthralled with (music minister) Mark 
Faulk’s voice and songs’’ which made him “‘feel closer to 
Christ.”’

FURTHERMORE, THE Justice Department said, 
the Illinois law was changed after it was initially 
challenged, but the appeals court used the old version of 
the law in making its judgment anyway. 


A third of the brief, however, attacked Roe vs. Wade 
itself. 


The Justice Department described as “inherently 
unworkable’’ the decision’s reliance on the trimester 
system to determine when in pregnancy a state can act. In 
part, it said, medical technology has changed the point of 
fetal ‘‘viability’’ and complicated the idea that the state 
has compelling reasons to intervene in abortion decisions 
only once the fetus reaches viability. 


THE JUSTICE Department, while pointing out that 
the Constitution does not mention abortion, also noted 
that Roe vs. Wade cites the 14th Amendment, which 
applied federal ‘‘due process’’ standards to the states. 
However, at the time the 14th Amendment was ratified, 
strict anti-abortion laws prevailed in most of the states, 
the brief added. 


Use of privacy to justify the right to an abortion, ‘‘far 
from being anchored in text, history or precedent, is an 
abrupt departure from the court’s prior decisions,” the 
brief added. 


The Supreme Court is to hear arguments on the Illinois 
and Pennsylvania cases sometime during its 1985-86 
term, which begins Oct. 7.

Archbishop to be 


voice for ‘voiceless’ 


By Al Antczak 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — Archbishop Roger M. 
Mahony, in his first press conference here, said he will act 
as ‘‘a voice for those whose rights have been infringed 
upon’’ and that ‘‘any issues that touch upon the lives of 
our people are of concern to me.”’ 


The former bishop of Stockton said Jesus took His 
message among those who are ‘‘powerless and voiceless.”’ 


‘*SO WE as successors of Him in carrying out His 
work of redemption will be involved also in the same 
way,’ the archbishop said. 


Archbishop Mahony’s remarks came at a press 
conference July 17, one day after Pope John Paul II 
named him to succeed Cardinal Timothy Manning, who 
retired at age 75. 


Asked if he would consider himself ‘‘an activist priest”’ 
Archbishop Mahony said, ‘“‘Those labels are not 
helpful.’’ Because of his involvement in farmworker and 
other issues he has become known as a social justice and 
peace advocate. 


“CALL OF us have to be faithful to Jesus Christ, His 
message, His life, His ministry and His vision of the 
Church from His time down to our own time,’’ he said. 
‘You can’t find the right label or the right category to put 
that in. 


‘J intend to be faithful to Jesus Christ and to the 
tradition of the Church,’’ he continued. ‘‘I don’t think it 
is helpful to label that one way or another.’’ 


The archbishop said he is interested in working with the 
leadership of Los Angeles’ Catholic Hispanic community 
to develop a pastoral plan to meet Hispanic needs. He 
said the Third National Hispanic Pastoral Encuentro, to 
be held in Washington, D.C., in August, would produce 
elements of a pastoral plan for Los Angeles’s Hispanic 
community. 


HISPANICS, MANY of whom are Catholics, 
comprise almost a third of Los Angeles’s total population. 


When asked for his position on immigration reform, 
the archbishop said, ‘‘The Church would not be 
supportive of legislation that turns out to be simply a 
punitive measure without offering respect and dignity to 
the rights of people who are in this country.”’ 


When asked about his views on the sanctuary 
movement, which includes many U.S. churches 
sheltering illegal immigrants fleeing Central America, he 
said that in his position as bishop of Stockton he welcomed 
people who were in need regardless of their residency 
status. : 


‘“*THE GOSPEL does not ask for documentation,’’ he 
said. He also said, though, that he had serious personal 
reservations about the sanctuary concept. 


Asked about the status of women in the Church, 
Archbishop Mahony called their role ‘‘extremely 
important’’ and cited women’s contributions to Catholic 
education, health care and social services. 


‘‘I am very, very supportive of all efforts to involve 
women in every possible way in the life of the Church 
according to the norms of the Church,”’ he said. 


“OUR HOLY Father has already dealt with the 
question of women’s ordination and has said that that is 
not to be. It is not in the tradition of the Church and I 
support the Holy Father’s position,’’ he said. 


Tax relief available 


SAN DIEGO — Disaster claim forms will be mailed to 
all known property owners who suffered damages during 
the recent Normal Heights fire, County Assessor Gregory 
Smith announced July 15. 


‘Letters were mailed to 113 property owners there, 13 
owners in North Escondido and three in Jamul. Property 
damage above $5,000 qualifies for property tax relief. 


THE TAX relief means that owners will be able to 
retain their previous Proposition 13 value when their 
structures are rebuilt in a similar manner, regardless of 
actual construction cost. An immediate reassessment of 
property to reflect damaged or destroyed property 
condition is planned, Smith said. 


Property owners face a 60-day filing deadline. 


Any property owner not receiving notification by the 
end of July should contact the Assessor’s Realty Division 
at 236-3105. 


STAFFORD, Va. — A clerical error led to the 
“greatest pro-life victory so far this year’? — the 
California state budget, signed June 28 by Governor 
George Deukmejian, according to Judie Brown, president 
of the American Life League, the largest pro-life activist 
group in the nation. The new budget-contains a ban on 


granting Office of Family Planning (OFP) funds to any 
entity that ‘‘performs, promotes or advertises abortions, 
or which receives any direct or indirect compensation, 
advantage, benefit or gain from referrals for abortion 
services.’’ The restrictions were left in the budget through 
a clerical error after lawmakers had voted to remove it.

When California enacted a law forming a state 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board in 1975 to oversee 
farmworkers’ union elections, Bishop Mahony, who had 
just become. an auxiliary bishop of Fresno, chaired the 
board through its first turbulent 18 months. This July, 
marking the board’s 10th anniversary, Bishop Mahony 
wrote that it deserved only ‘“‘a D-minus rating’’ for its 
overall performance. 


In 1981 Bishop Mahoney was one of the first U.S. 
bishops to argue forcefully against the presumed morality 
of U.S. nuclear policy. In a 5,000-word pastoral letter 
that preceded the U.S. bishops’ national war and peace 
pastoral by a year-and-a-half, he urged ‘‘a fundamental 
about-face in the arms race’’ and called on Catholics to 
make their church a ‘‘peace-advocate church.”’ 


IRISH-BORN CARDINAL Manning has spent half 
his life as a bishop in Los Angeles — first as an auxiliary 
bishop from 1946 until 1967, when he became bishop of 
Fresno — then as coadjutor archbishop with right of 
succession from 1969 until Cardinal James F. McIntyre’s 
retirement the following year. He was made a cardinal by 
Pope Paul VI in 1973. 


The som of a blacksmith, Timothy Manning was born 
Nov. 15, 1909, in the Irish village of Ballingeary, County 
Cork. He attended the village school, Christian Brothers 
School in Cork City, Mungret College in Limerick and 
St. Patrick’s College in Menlo Park. After his ordination 
in Los Angeles in 1934, he earned a doctorate in canon 
law at the Pontifical Gregorian University in Rome. 


He was only 36 when Pope Pius XII named him an 
auxiliary bishop of Los Angeles on Aug. 3, 1946 Twenty- 
one years later, on Oct. 16, 1967, he was named first 
bishop of Fresno. 


LESS THAN two years later, on May 26, 1969, Pope 
Paul VI sent him back to Los Angeles as coadjutor 
archbishop to Cardinal McIntyre, who was then nearly 83 
and ailing. In January 1970, upon Cardinal McIntyre’s 
retirement, he became archbishop of Los Angeles, and in 
1973 he was made a cardinal. 


Cardinal McIntyre died in 1979. 


Although Los Angeles grew to the largest archdiocese 
in the United States under Cardinal Manning’s 15-year 
tenure, he has led a simple lifestyle, residing in a three- 
room apartment in a priests’ house in a poor section of the 
city. 

CARDINAL MANNING has been known especially 
for his work with Mexican-Americans, who make up 
more than half of the archdiocese’s population, and he 
speaks Spanish fluently. 


The interparochial council he established in 1972 
launched a voter registration drive among the 20 parishes 
in the city’s East Side barrio, a poor Hispanic 
neighborhood. Under Cardinal Manning the archdiocese 
also established a center to deal with Chicano 
immigration problems and expanded its bilingual adult 
education courses. 


In March 1979 the cardinal supported 22 East Los 
Angeles parishes which had been waging a yearlong fight 
to prevent the Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors 
from denying emergency health care to illegal aliens. 

HE SUMMED up his feelings about the Mexican- 


Americans he served in an address to the first national 
Hispanic encuentro in August 1973 when he said that 


America was suffering ‘‘spiritual impoverishment’’ but 
that a deep religious faith ‘‘has been mysteriously and 
magnificently preserved in the people of Hispanic 
culture.” 

At a regional encuentro in Los Angeles this spring he 
declared that preaching the Gospel must include a 
commitment to solving social justice problems. 


Cardinal Manning was also devoted to the young 
people of the archdiocese. Each week he visited one of the 
archdiocesan high schools and met with the senior class, 
not to lecture them, but to hear ‘‘what they feel most 
strongly about the Church.”’ 


AT THE October 1977 world Synod of Bishops thi 
cardinal said, ‘‘the alienation of youth from the 
institutional church, their frustrations, hurts, their 
insecurity, their longing for person-to-person recognition, 
their desires for some answers to the mystery of life, of 
their roots and their identity — all these are crying out to 
us for recognition, response and healing.”’ 


For the 1983 synod, Pope John Paul II named Cardinal 
Manning as one of three co-presidents. 


Cardinal Manning has also spoken out frequently 
against abortion. 


BEFORE A Senate subcommittee in 1974 he joined 
three other American cardinals urging passage of an anti- 
abortion amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 


In a 1976 address, Cardinal Manning said, ““The next 
emancipation will have to be the emancipation of the 
fetus. It has life. It has the right to live. And until we do 
the curse of God hangs over us as it did as long as we had 
slavery.”’ 


In the same speech he spoke of ‘‘a responsibility for 
racial justice’ and a year later he joined other religious 
leaders in appealing to Los Angeles residents to obey and 
assist a plan to integrate the public schools. The religious 
leaders also pledged not to allow schools under their 
jurisdiction ‘‘to become havens for those who wish to 
avoid the integrated public schools.”’ 


IN A SPEECH to lawyers earlier this year, he 
defended the right of the Church to speak out publicly on 
a wide range of issues, ‘“‘the family, lifestyles, culture, 
peace and war, economics and justice,’’ even though the 
Church ‘‘does not necessarily have all the answers to 
specific concerns.”’ 


Archbishop Mahony, who is also fluent in Spanish, was 
born in Hollywood on Feb. 27, 1936. He was ordained a 
priest of the Fresno diocese in 1962 after studies at three 
California seminaries. Immediately after ordination he 
spent two years at The Catholic University of America, 
receiving a master’s degree in‘social work. 


He later became director of Catholic Charities and 
Social Service of the Fresno diocese and served as 
diocesan vicar general. 

ON JAN. 7, 1975, he was named auxiliary bishop of 
Fresno by Pope Paul VI. Five years later, on Feb. 26, 
1980, Pope John Paul named him bishop of Stockton.

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WASHINGTON (NC) — Father Richard McBrien’s 
book Catholicism, though it has ‘“‘many positive 
features,’’ sometimes presents church teaching in ways 
which seem ‘‘difficult to reconcile with authoritative 
Catholic doctrine,’’ a committee of U.S. bishops said July 
et aa ; 


In a statement issued in Washington, the Committee 
on Doctrine of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops said Father McBrien’s 1,300-page presentation 
on church teaching, first published in 1980, needs 
‘clarifications’ beyond those already made by the 
theologian ‘‘to remove any remaining ambiguities in the 
expression of Catholic teaching.’’ 


THE COMMITTEE’S 1,500-word statement said 
that since 1981 it has been holding ‘‘a constructive and 
fruitful dialogue’’ about the book with Father McBrien, 
chairman of the theology department at the University of 
Notre Dame. It said Father McBrien ‘‘made a number of 
clarifications’ in a second edition of the book, published 
in 1981, ‘‘and has expressed his readiness to make still 
further changes as needed.’’ 


But the committee, chaired by Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco, said it had decided after 
consultation with Father McBrien to issue the statement 


“to call to the attention of readers of Catholicism some of 


the clarifications the author already has made’’ and to 
state the need for further changes. 


A news release issued by the NCCB said the statement 
had been prepared in consultation with the Vatican 
Cangregation for the Doctrine of the Faith. 


THE NEWS release also quoted Archbishop Quinn as 
saying that in spite of the concerns expressed, the 
committee’s statement ‘‘should not be used to call into 


question Father McBrien’s authentic Catholic faith or 
orthodoxy.”’ 


The committee statement cited several elements in the 
book which need clarification, including its discussions of 
the theology of grace, the ‘‘foundation of the Church”’ 
and church teachings about Mary. 


It also said the book’s sections on contraception and the 
ordination of women are presented in a way that ‘‘is not 
supportive of the Church’s authoritative teaching as 
would be expected in a text entitled ‘Catholicism.’ ”’ 

IT SAID Father McBrien’s aim to give a 
comprehensive presentation of the teaching of the Church

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Even before Vatican II, one ‘‘distinct characteristic’’ of 
the Roman Catholic Church is that it held doctrine not 
clearly supported by the Word. A popular explanation 
that ‘‘didn’t really work’’ was that the Church depended 
on Scripture and tradition. Another inadequate 
explanation was some doctrine could be logically derived 
from Scripture; however, in the case of some Marian 
doctrines, that idea does not always work. 


““WE CHANGED the whole balance of 
understanding’ when the Word was seen as part of a 
larger context. To those who Say we must rely on the 
Bible for our faith, Fr. Brown says, “‘Evidently the 
apostles got along quite well without’’ any written 
Scripture. ; 

He examined doctrines that have an ‘‘abundant basis 
in scripture,’’ ones with only ‘‘a very slender’’ basis and 
doctrine with no apparent scriptural foundation. 


Trinitarian doctrine is based on a firm scriptural 
foundation, but that basis is only ““incipient’’ (meaning in 
an initial stage, just beginning to exist or appear). The 
Biblical basis does not provide precision about the persons 
and nature at the Trinity’s core, he said. ‘“Nowhere (in 
the New Testament) do you ever get worked out the 
formalities of the doctrine of the Trinity.”’ 


WHILE THE Church believes the Trinity consists of 
three separate, equal and united Persons in one God, 
Jesus said God was greater than He. “The Church, 
eventually, in argumentation, had to say ‘our faith leads 
us’ ”’ to believe in one God in three divine Persons. 

An example of church doctrine with a ‘slender basis’’ 
in Scripture is the virgin birth. The Church’s ordinary 
Magesterium teaches that Jesus was conceived without a 
human father. Fr. Brown thinks the Church arrived at 
that doctrine in the context of its life and devotion to 
Mary as expressed in popular tradition and the liturgy. 

Mary’s continued virginity after Jesus’ birth, a belief 
also held by many Protestant sects, is based on 


_ ‘practically no (Biblical) evidence.’’ The Church affirms 


Mary’s virginity despite the presence of one New 
Testament mention of Jesus’ ‘brothers and sisters’ — 
‘“‘The Church has never really defined who they are.’’ 
Throughout history the Church became ‘‘firmer and 
firmer that these were not Mary’s children.’’ Some have 
theorized they could have been Joseph’s children from an 
earlier marriage or part of an extended family (cousins, 


_ perhaps).

was ‘‘praiseworthy”’ and said the committee ‘‘appreciates 
the effort and motivation of theologians such as Father 
McBrien in undertaking the task of presenting a readable 
compendium of Catholic teaching.”’ 


“‘Nevertheless, we think it useful to clarify for the 
actual and potential readership of the book Catholicism its 
character as one theologian’s effort to present such 
teaching in the light of his understanding of contemporary 
theological insights, many of which are admittedly of a 
hypothetical nature, and some of which it seems difficult 
to reconcile with authoritative Catholic doctrine.” 


Reached by telephone July 8, Father McBrien said he 
had found the whole consultation with the Committee on 
Doctrine ‘‘very helpful.’’ He said he agreed with the 
committee’s statement that the process had been ‘“‘a 
model of cooperative ecclesial concern.’’ 


““THERE ARE other stories in the Church’’ involving 
“adversarial situations,’’ but ‘‘this just isn’t one of 
them,”’ he said. 


Father McBrien said he was reluctant to answer any 
questions from reporters about the statement because 
“‘people just won’t believe there’s no more there’’ than 
what the statement itself says. 


The whole thrust of the consultation was to clear up 
“‘misunderstandings’’ and ‘‘ambiguities’’ in the original 
version of the book, he said. ‘‘Never was there any 
question of a lack of orthodoxy.’’ 


ASKED WHAT role, if any, the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith played in the consultation, Father 
McBrien said he has had no correspondence at all with the 
Vatican agency about his book. ‘‘My relationship was 
entirely with the bishops’ committee.’’

Asked if his consultations with the doctrine committee

“In my judgment,’’ the bishop wrote, “official 
approval is incompatible with a book of this kind which 
avowedly is an attempt at a synthesis of traditional 
teaching and contemporary theological speculation, some 
of which is only tentative and probable even in the minds 
of its authors.’’

something that can be proven, Fr. Brown said. The 
Church has an ‘‘instinct’’ about her virginity, upon 
which doctrine is based. 


An even more ‘‘delicate’’ doctrinal area is where there 
is ‘‘a partial silence, but silence on a crucial point.’’ For 
instance, was_there a clear understanding that Jesus’ 
followers should observe His command to baptize in all 
nations? In Acts, some of Jesus’ followers are ‘‘called on 
the carpet’’ for bringing Gentiles into the faith. In the 
ensuing debate over Gentile baptism, no one ever argued 
that Jesus told them to baptize in all nations. 


Most scripture scholars think Jesus may never have 
actually made the baptism command and that it was 
included in Mark’s Gospel as a result of ‘the clarifying 
insight’’ of years of church experience. 


TRYING TO understand scripture scholarship and its 
relationship to doctrine is ‘‘extremely important, even for 
ordinary Christians,’’ Fr. Brown said. 


Students entering college should be prepared to be open 
to scripture scholarship, because when the basis of a core . 


belief is challenged, many decide to discard belief or to 
become fundamentalists, he said. 


A centrist position, one in which a person is open to 


new insights and the tradition of the Church, is needed 
when one is asked to belong to a church that believes 
something that goes beyond Scripture. 


FR. BROWN used the hypothetical issue of ordaining 
illustrate his belief that liberals and 


conservatives would create a schism if the pope made it a 
matter of defined faith that women could or could not be 
ordained. 


Liberals and conservatives would use their own literal 


interpretation of the Bible to justify their abandonment of 
the Church, he added. 


‘“‘No matter what we say any more, we can create 
tremendous division.’’ 


“DO WE really trust in the Church?’’ he wondered 
aloud. He ended the presentation with a quotation from 
theologian Karl Rahner who said, ‘The Church cannot 
be a debating society.’’

SAN DIEGO — As Catholics file into local churches 
wearing a wide variety of cool but revealing summer 
clothing, some pastors ‘‘raise an eyebrow’’ while others 
shrug it off as a seasonal necessity. 


Some priests and parishioners question whether 
someone clad in shorts, a tank top and sandals is being 
respectful of the Eucharist and the community. 


FOR INSTANCE, the July 14 bulletin for Christ the 
King Church carried this remark: ‘Just a friendly 
reminder — Just as it would be improper to enter some 
stores, restaurants and other places attired in shorts, 
cutoffs and shower shoes — how much more improper 
and disrespectful it is to enter the house of God so attired? 
Please show respect for yourself, the community and the 
Lord by entering the house of God properly attired. 
Proper attire has always been considered a sign of 
respect’;.-7 


However, casual summer dress does not bother Father 
John Sproul, pastor of Our Lady of Refuge Church in 
Pacific Beach. Although he admits it would be ‘‘nice’’ to 
see people “‘dressed up,’’ summer attire ‘‘doesn’t bother 
me at all. I like to see people there.’’ 


His small church, in close proximity to the beach and 
several tourist attractions, draws plenty of visitors and 
campers. Many of those people don’t bring suits and 
dresses on vacation, he said, so he does not expect them to 
dress up. 


TRAVELERS ARE excepted from Msgr. Neal 


Dolan’s oft-articulated code that casual dress shows a lack ° 


of respect. The pastor of Ascension parish in Tierrasanta 
makes it clear, with bulletin announcements and twice- 
yearly pulpit addresses, that a certain standard of dress 
should be observed by regular parishioners. 


He makes his stand on the issue often enough for 
parishioners to ‘‘get the message’? that ‘I don’t 
appreciate’’ it when they wear shorts or jogging apparel to 
Mass. 

“Shorts are just not acceptable,’’ he said. He rejects 
“excuses” such as, ‘‘I just finished jogging.’’ He might 
tell the person that it would not be difficult to carry a 


change of clothes in a knapsack or in a car trunk. 


THE AGE at which a person should begin carefully 
regarding their church wardrobe varies, he said, but 
should definitely begin once one has received First 
Communion. People do not dress up for First 
Communion just for photographs, but to show respect for 
the Body of Christ, he said. 

He does not have to say much to casually-dressed 
parishioners, he said, because the community supports 
and shares his attitude. “‘It’s a community thing. It’s an 
honor system in one way’’ and an “‘accountability 
system’’ as well. 


Msgr. Dolan does not consider Ascension his parish 


only, but that of the community, too. He thinks the : 


community has a right to expect certain norms of dress. 


SOMETIMES, ALL he has to do is “raise an 
eyebrow,’’ he said, because the community is very 
familiar with that favorite expression of his. 


Summer dress ‘‘definitely’’ becomes more casual as the 
Imperial Valley heats up, Father Thomas Vidra, pastor of 
St. Mary Church in El Centro, said. 


“I can understand summerwear,’’ he said, but thinks 
people can dress casually and still maintain propriety. 
Most “‘natives’’ dress appropriately, even when the 
temperatures soar, but tourists wear shorts and cutoffs 
because they are not used to the desert climate, he added. 


AN INNER-CITY pastor, who requested anonymity, 
said his parish consists of humble middle and lower- 
middle class people who are devout and dress 
“respectably’’ for Mass. ‘‘A few wacky young kids’’ 
dress inappropriately at times, he added. 


Campers and cabin residents swell the population of 
Our Lady of Light parish in Descanso during the 
summer, Father Richard Houck, the pastor, said. ‘“This 
is kind of a vacation parish,’’ he noted, so he does not 
expect formal clothing. ‘‘We feel they are making an 
effort to fulfill their Sunday obligation....The very fact 
that they take time out from their activities to attend 
Mass, I find good.’’

CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — Pope John Paul 
II quietly slipped away from his summer residence July 
12, reportedly for a three-hour walk in the mountains, 
and later told the crowd at his July 14 Sunday Angelus 
speech to have a nice vacation themselves. 


“Have a good vacation with peace and inner serenity,”’ 
the pope told about 5,000 persons who visited his 
residence at Castelgandolfo in the Alban hills about 15 
miles outside Rome. The pope used several languages to 
greet the visitors, who crowded into the courtyard of the 
papal villa and the square outside. He offered special 
greetings to the hundreds from France celebrating their 
national holiday, Bastille Day. 

DURING THE Angelus address, the pope noted the 
plight of the hungry and called the national eucharistic 
congress in Brazil July 16-21 an important moral event. 

The pope, who left the Vatican for his summer home 
July 7, surprised Vatican officials and press when he 


we > slipped quietly from his papal villa five days later for what 


was reported as a one-day trip into the mountains of 
central Italy. - 


Msgr. Giulio Nicolini, Vatican press spokesman, 


declined to talk about press reports that the pope had 
flown 65 miles to Italy’s towering Gran Sasso Mountain 
for the outing. Vatican sources acknowledged that the 
pope had left his summer villa but did not say where he 
had gone. 

LAST JULY the pope made a similarly unexpected 
skiing excursion with then-Italian President Sandro 
Pertini to the mountains of northern Italy.

THE POPE also said that he would follow closely, as if 
he were present, the congress and its meaning for the 
renewal of the Brazilian church. 


Earlier this month five Brazilian bishops visited the 
Vatican to tell the pope and the Vatican Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith of their concern about division 
resulting from the Vatican’s silencing of liberation 
theologian Franciscan Father Leonardo Boff. Father Boff 
was silenced after the Vatican objected to his book 
Church: Charism and Power which, among other points, 
questions central church authority. 

On July 5, the pope met with the group which included 
Cardinal Aloisio Lorscheider, archbishop of Fortaleza, 
Brazil. No details of the meeting were released. 

THE BISHOPS also met with the doctrinal 
congregation, which has been widely criticized for its 
actions against Father Boff. 
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When Fray Junfpero Serra founded 
San Carlos Mission, in 1770, he inscribed 
the register for deaths and burials with 
these words: ‘“‘Omnes morimur et quasi aqua 
dilabimur in terram, qua non revertuntur.”’ 
(‘‘We all die, and like waters that returrr 
no more, we fall down into the earth.’’) It 
was now time for Serra to live out that 
axiom. 


In quiet pursuits and in more 
dangerous moments, Serra had kept the 
purpose of life, based on Christian faith. 
He had faced death many times. He once 
told the viceroy that he lived as close to 
the arrows as any soldier. Death held no 
terror for the presidente. 


NOW HE was 70 years old. He had 
taken his last earthly journey to bestow a 
spiritual benefit and for the last time he 
looked upon the California he had helped 
to bring into being. 

When Fray Francisco Palou arrived at 
San Carlos Aug. 18, 1784, he found Serra 
in a weakened condition, suffering from 
heaviness in his chest and the usual

Later, when the presidente asked for 
Holy Viaticum, he insisted on walking to 
the church. With a white stole over his 
gray habit, Serra walked unaided and 
went directly to the sanctuary where he 
knelt on a priedieu. For some time 
afterward he knelt in prayer. Then, in the 
company with the soldiers and Indians, 
he returned to his cell. 


A FEW HOURS later, Palou visited 
Serra in his cell. There he came upon the 
presidio carpenter. Asked his business, the 
man told Palou that Serra had called for 
him to prepare his coffin. The presidente 
spent the rest of the day in silence, seated 
on his chair and taking only a little broth 
as nourishment. That night he was 
anointed. 

Serra passed the greater part of his last 
night on earth on his knees, pressing his 
pained chest against the rough boards of 
his bed. At dawn, he appeared to be 
relieved of pain and suffering less 
congestion of the chest. He was seated on 
his rush stool, leaning against his bed. On 
the pillow lay the foot-long cruxifix which

he had carried with him in his apostolic 
wanderings since 1750. 


The founder of the California missions 
fell asleep in the Lord in the early 
afternoon of August 28. Palou closed the 
eyes of his superior and friend and said 
his ‘‘Requiescat in pace!”’ 

JUNIPERO SERRA died in the midst 
of his labors. He lived 70 years, nine 
months and four days. Peace and rest was 
finally his. Though the man who had 
coveted a martyr’s crown had died 
quietly, the closing scenes of his life were 
peculiarly dramatic. 


Palou told the Indians to toll the church 
bells to announce the presidente’s demise. 
They sounded the doble, the signal of 
death even today in Mallorca. The entire 
Christian village assembled. 


Serra’s Franciscan habit now became 
his shroud. The remains were placed in 
the coffin and alongside it were placed six 
lighted candles. The door of the cell was 
then opened and, until nightfall, Indians 
and Spaniards entered the room and 
prayed for the Santo Padre. 


Diocesan structure evaluated

During the past few weeks, a new face 
has been in evidence at the diocesan 
office. The face belongs to James Cooney. 
He is here to analyze and evaluate the 
temporal side of the Diocese of San 
Diego. 

In an interview with Southern Cross, 
Cooney traced the path that has led him 
to San Diego. Before he retired five years 
ago, at the age of 47, he had spent many 
years dealing with finance, operations 
and management for some of America’s 
largest corporations. Among these were 
Sears, Illinois Bell, Neiman-Marcus, 
Buffums and Macy’s. As a consultant 
doing efficiency studies, Cooney worked 
for a firm which guaranteed that they 
would save their customer in the first 
year, five times the fee charged. 
Otherwise, the fee was refunded. 


LIVING IN Monterey at the time of 
retirement, Cooney and his wife, Juanita, 
decided to offer their services to their 
diocese ‘‘as a way of saying thanks (to 
God) for all that we had received.’’ 
Cooney smiled as he recalled how he 
‘thad to brow beat’’ the Diocese of 
Monterey to use his services, but 
eventually they did. ‘The result was a 
30-page evaluation with 80 recommenda- 
tions for greater efficiency. Word of the 
report got around and the Cooneys were 
invited to the Dioceses of Reno, San Jose, 
San Bernardino and Orange. 


In each case, Cooney asks the host 
diocese to cover his expenses during the 
period of study. While he donates his 
expertise in studying efficiency, his wife 
Juanita donates her secretarial skills and 
collates the findings and types up the final 
report. 


The evaluation process has three 
phases. First, he gathers data from the 
various departments and operations 
which make up a diocesan office. ‘‘I am 
interested in what, how, why and where a 
department does what it does,’’ Cooney 
said. ‘‘Frequently a department is doing 
something it was not set up to do, or it is 
doing something already done by another 
department. I’m interested in that, too.”’ 
He especially looks for unused 
information and work, as well as 
unnecessary information gathering and 
unnecessary work. “‘If we can eliminate 
an unnecessary function,’’ Cooney 
stated, ‘‘we can save time and money.”’ 
Studying the amount and sources of 
income is also essential. 


THE SECOND phase of the 
evaluation involves analysis of all the data 
gathered. Here, Cooney thinks he has a 
distinct advantage because he is ‘‘an 
outsider.’’ ‘“‘I don’t know who the 


bishop’s friends are, nor do I care,’”’ he 


states. ‘I really don’t get involved with 
personalities, because I am more 
interested in positions.’? He studies 
carefully the organization of the various 
departments, as well as the lines of 
authority. A special interest is the 
procedures used by each department; this 
shows in what manner the department 
attempts to achieve its goal. 


Following the analysis of data, Cooney 
drafts a report to the bishop or head 
administrator. ‘‘I report only to the top 
person,’’ Cooney said with emphasis. 
“Being realistic, I am pleased if 50 
percent of the recommendations are 
implemented. There is always some 
resistance at the implementation phase, 
but one thing that makes it easier is that 


everybody is getting their ox gored. Most 


bishops are strong administrators and 
they make good use of the final report.’’ 


Cooney finds many similarities 
between the worlds of profit and non- 
profit business, but also some major 
differences. For one thing, the absence of 
competition causes a greater openness on 
the part of dioceses to his findings. On the 
other hand, Cooney states, ‘‘the absence 
of competition can also lead to 
indifference and inefficiency.”’ 


A SIMILARITY between business 
and the Church is ‘‘the split between the 
field and the ivory tower.’’ Cooney says 
the field can be either the branch offices 
or the parishes, the ivory tower either the 
home office or the chancery. ‘‘In either 
case,’’ Cooney says, ‘‘both the field and 
the ivory tower think they are being 
misunderstood.’’ Through openness to 
evaluation from the outside, Cooney 
thinks the split can be bridged. 


Once the report has been submitted, 
Cooney follows up by contacting the 
bishop several times and helping as 
requested. 


The invitation to evaluate the Diocese 
of San Diego came from Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagen, Moderator of the Curia. Several 
months ago, the Council of Priests had 
established a committee to study diocesan 
structures. In his role as chairman of this 
committee, Msgr. Eagen invited James 
Cooney to San Diego.

“individual, personal preferences’’ and 
accept church teaching “‘loyally and 
happily...without the protest or nagging 
typical of small children.’’ 


CARDINAL ODDI visited Arlington 
on his way back to Rome from a visit to 
the Diocese of Green Bay, Wis., where he 
also praised catechists and stressed that 
church teaching is not decided by popular 
vote.

In 1981 Father Ricardo Ramirez, now 
the bishop of Las Cruces, N.M., went to 
Hondo, a small town in Texas, to preach 
a mission in Spanish. The first night, he 
recalled, only a few people came. But by 
week’s end, the church was full. 


The astonished pastor asked: ‘‘Where 
did all these Mexicans come from?” 
Father Ramirez replied: ‘‘From your 
parish.”’ 


THE VISION of filling the churches 
with Hispanics has prodded bishops to a 
more pluralistic model of church. While 
other ethnics had no choice but to 
accommodate, Hispanics have Mass in 
Spanish, their own pastoral institutes and 
diocesan, regional and national apostolate 
offices. 


Though some-parishes and dioceses 
have nothing for Hispanics, the trend is to 
provide more. 


In the latest effort, the Third National 
Encuentro (Spanish for ‘‘encounter’’ or 
‘‘meeting’’), 1,200 persons from 130 
dioceses led by their bishops will meet at 
The Catholic University of America in 
Washington, D.C., Aug. 15-18. 


THEY WILL prepare recom- 
mendations the bishops will later 
incorporate into a national pastoral plan 
for Hispanic ministry. 

Does this risk a separate Hispanic 
church? The bishops say no. All these 
efforts are supposed to be temporary. 


Bishop William Skylstad of Yakima, 
Wash., said: ‘‘I think the day will come 
when there will be an integration of the 
Hispanic mentality and we won’t need an 
Hispanic program. But we are not there 
yet.’’ He is busy trying to learn Spanish. 
Other bishops, like Bishop Lawrence 
Welsh of Spokane, Wash., say that 
immigration from Latin America will 
make special Hispanic programs 
necessary for a long time. 

NEVERTHELESS, WHAT might be 
called the Latinization of the Church has 
brought a significant change of view. The 
bishops convoked the encuentro with a 
pastoral titled, The Hispanic Presence: 
Challenge and Commitment, issued in 1983. 


The bishops called Hispanics ‘“‘a 
blessing from God,’’ practicing and 
cherishing values central to the Church 
and society. These include a deep and 
reverent love for family, the ability to

Auxiliary Bishop Paul Waldschmidt of 
Portland, Ore., said: ‘‘In the parishes 
where we have a strong Hispanic base, 
family life is better for everyone — the 
Anglo community as well.’’ He said there 
are 63,000 Hispanics in the Portland 
area, not counting undocumented 
immigrants. 


UNTIL NOW, Hispanics have been 
considered a problem. 


Missionary bishops who took over a 
church with a 250-year history in the 
Southwest after the United States seized 
that region from Mexico in the mid-19th 
century found Hispanics deficient both in 
the knowledge and practice of their 
religion. 


Father John Timmon, the first 
apostolic prefect of Texas, wrote in his 
memoirs: ‘“The poor Mexicans were 
willing to die for their religion; yet they 
hardly knew what their religion was 


about.”’ 


THREE-QUARTERS OF a century 
later, Archbishop Edward Hanna, the 
ordinary in San Francisco from 
1915-1935, wrote the California 
congressional delegation giving the 
following reasons why Mexican 
immigration should not be encouraged. 


‘They (Mexicans) drain our charities; 
they and their children become a large 
portion of our jail population; they affect 
the health of our community; they create 
a problem in our labor camps; they 
require special attention in our schools 
and are,of low mentality; they diminish 
the percentage of our white population, 
and they remain foreign.”’ 


Hispanics are still overrepresented 
among those in jail, among the poor and 
among those with diseases no longer 
prevalent in an affluent society. They are 
underrepresented in regular Mass 
attendance, in the professions and in the 
schools. 


BUT PERHAPS now the Church 


accepts. the counsel Father Virgil 
Elizondo, president of the Mexican 
American Cultural Center in San 
Antonio, Texas, gave at the first 


encuentro in 1972: ‘‘He (the Hispanic) is 
not a problem to be solved but a person to 
‘be understood, appreciated and loved.”’ 


Still, the bad news cannot be erased 
with positive rhetoric. As a 1982 New 
York archdiocesean survey showed, 36

percent of Hispanics never go to Mass 
and another 24 percent attend only 
sporadically, from monthly to once a 
year. Only one percent of Hispanic 
youth, according to encuentro 
documents, are active in the Church. 


‘‘Religion appears to be primarily of 
importance to women, older Hispanics 
and those in down-scale economic 
groups,’’ said a 1978 Gallup study 
prepared for Our Sunday Visitor. Bishop 
Ramirez said the Hispanic intelligentsia 
does not participate in the Church. 
Archbishop. Patricio Flores of San 
Antonio said some of the best-educated 
Hispanics, the leaders in their 
communities, are Protestants. 


THOUGH HISPANICS are 25 to 30 
percent of all Catholics, they provide less 
than three percent of the bishops, priests, 
Sisters and Brothers. Only six percent of 
the seminarians are Hispanics, a survey 
by Father Rutilio del Riego showed. Only 
among permanent deacons (20 percent of 
the total) are Hispanics close to the 
proportion they should have. 


Time has not been an ally for the 
Church. The Gallup survey said: “‘It 
would appear that as members of the 
Hispanic population become more 
assimilated into American society, ard at 
the same time more affluent, religion will 
become a less important factor in their 
lives.”’ 


In many ways, the newcomers, the 
very people likely to have language 
difficulties, are the hope for the future. Of 
1,500 Hispanic priests in the United 
States, only 185 are native-born, down 
from 200 just a decade ago. At Chicago’s 
Quigley South Preparatory Seminary, 
where one-fourth of the students are 
Hispanic, most are either immigrants or 
the sons of immigrants. ‘“The newest 
immigrant group always provides the 
vocations,’’ Father John Klein, the 
rector, said.

CRS directors call 
for priest’s release 


NEW YORK — The head of Catholic 
Relief Services’ board of directors has 
reiterated the agency’s appeal for the 
release of CRS Lebanon Program 
Director Father Lawrence M. Jenco. 
Father Jenco was kidnapped in Beirut on 
January 8 and is believed to be held by 
the Islamic Holy War group. 


In a telex to Secretary of State George 
P. Schultz, Bishop Daniel P. Reilly 
expressed concern for the seven 
Americans kidnapped individually in 
Beirut during the past year. He urged 
that the hijack situation, in which 40 
passengers from a TWA flight were held 
hostage until June 30, not eclipse efforts 
to seek the release of the seven original 
captives. 


BISHOP REILLY urged that the safe 
return of Father Jenco be given a high 
priority by the State Department. Father 
Jenco suffers from a heart condition that 
was diagnosed the day before his 
abduction.

WASHINGTON As America 
celebrated the release of the hostages held 
in Beirut, the Supreme Court declared 
school children must be held hostage in 
government institutions (public schools) 
as a condition for receiving state or 
federal assistance in education. 


As the nation prepared to 
commemorate the 209th anniversary of 
its Declaration of Independence, ‘‘with 
liberty and justice for all,’’ our highest 
court, with a minimum majority, 
reaffirmed that parents must choose 
between liberty and justice in education. 


WHAT HYPOCRISY! Will the 
Supreme Court next declare that police 


and firemen cannot step inside a 
synagogue or a Christian school in the 
line of duty, for fear that it will give a 
message of government support for 
religion? Or that Medicare patients 
cannot be treated in a Catholic hospital or 
food stamps be used for kosher food, all 
for fear of government entanglement with

religion? 

Let us remember that our elderly are 
not required to live in government homes 
to receive Social Security, yet our 
children must sit at government desks to 
be eligible for educational tax benefits. 


It is a denial of civil and religious 
liberties all the more onerous because 
education is compulsory; parents, not 


government, have the primary right over 
the education of their children; and 
schooling is not just the ‘‘three R’s,’’ but 
a basic factor in the formation of a child’s 
values and cultural development. 


AND ALL this in the name of 
separation of church and state — a phrase 
that exists nowhere in our constitution. 
Would that our courts were as concerned 
about the separation of family and state.

Bennett fears future 


WASHINGTON (NC) — USS. 
Education Secretary William J. Bennett 
said July 12 he fears the Supreme Court’s 
decisions ending public school programs 
on parochial school grounds will make 
bias against religion acceptable. 


The high court’s July 1 rulings struck 
down programs in New York City and 
Grand Rapids, Mich., allowing public 
schoo! teachers to teach remedial and 
other special classes in parochial schools. 


BENNETT SAID the rulings may 
have boosted chances for a system of 
educational vouchers to provide such 
remedial programs to all students, 
including those in parochial schools. 


Bennett, in an interview with the 
Associated Press, said hostility toward 
religion hurts public schools, too, because 
it makes it harder for them to instill values 


in their students.

“‘Sooner or later, hostility to religion is 
going to mean hostility to the values for 
which religion stands and which stem 
from religion,’’ said Bennett, a Catholic 
and former philosophy professor. 


“IT’S A VERY worrisome trend 
when it starts to move to certain areas of 
respectable public opinion, reacting to 
religion as if it’s something that you have 
to keep your distance from.”’ 


He added that ‘‘you can’t talk about 
religion, as some people are doing, as if it 
were fanaticism. You don’t talk about 
Catholicism as if it were cannibalism or 
Methodism as if it were human sacrifice. 
There are important distinctions to be 
made.’’ 


Bennett had voiced similar comments 
shortly after the Supreme Court issued its 
Grand Rapids and New York City 
rulings, terming them ‘“‘crazy,’’ ‘‘badly 
reasoned”’ and ‘‘ridiculous.”’

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Futuristic film ‘entertains’

NEW YORK (NC) — Back to the 
Future (Universal) is an entertaining 
reworking of the time machine theme. It’s 
entertaining, moreover, despite its being 
combined with another genre, one that’s 
been done to death of late. 


Back to the Future is, in fact, a sort of 
‘“Andy Hardy Meets H.G. Wells.’’ And 
if that’s not enough for you, there’s a bit 
of ‘‘Oedipus Rex’’ thrown in. 


THE SETTING is the small Northern 
California town of Hill Valley, the kind of 
place where, as we know from those 
Steven Spielberg movies (he’s involved 
here too), all sorts of weird things happen. 


Marty McFly (Michael J. Fox), the 
hero, is a personable teen-ager with an 
unusual friend for a personable teen-ager, 
a bonafide mad scientist (Christopher 
Lloyd). 

The scientist succeeds in converting a 
DeLorean into a time machine and, 
thanks to an unlooked-for turn of events, 
Marty finds himself back in the Hill 
Valley of 30 years before. 


HE ARRIVES just in time to blunder 
into an historic event — historic in the 
McFly household at least, since Marty 
has heard his parents recount it again and 
again — nothing less than the first 
meeting of his mother and father. 


Unfortunately, Marty inadvertently 
alters the past just by being there, and his 
mother (Lea Thompson) meets him 
instead and becomes so attracted that it 
looks as though his father-to-be (Crispin 
Glover), a nerd of awesome nerdity even 
by 750s’ standards, has no chance 
whatsoever with her. 


This development could lead to our 
hero’s retroactive non-existence, a 
circumstance that constrains Marty to 
repair the damage he’s done and put 
things right. The resourceful boy not only 
accomplishes this but does quite a bit 
more besides. 


UNDER ROBERT Zemeckis’ 
direction, the convoluted plot unwinds 
with more skill and inventiveness than 
one might expect. Zemeckis, working 
from a script that he wrote with Bob Gale, 
wisely underplays the Oedipal evocations 
and avoids making it into a one-joke 
movie (a joke, moreover, of highly 
dubious taste). Instead, he concentrates 
on a more innocent style of humor and is 
not afraid to bring in some real 
sentiment. : 


Young Fox is all right as Marty, but 
Glover is outstanding as the elder McFly, 
both as teen-ager and man. Lea 
Thompson is also very good ina similar 
dual role and Lloyd gives just the right 
degree of zaniness to his mad scientist, 
not turning it into a caricature. 


The best thing about Back to the 
Future, however, is that the emphasis on 
technological details and teen-age mores 
is cleverly tongue-in-cheek and its main 
concern is people without prejudice as to 
their date of birth or era of origin. Marty 
really loves his parents, for example, and 
the friendship between him and _ the 
scientist is a warm one. 


THERE ARE flaws, to be sure. As in 
most teen-age movies these days, there is 
a casual resort to profanity and the 
depiction of violence as manly and 
uplifting, with a standard bully getting his 
standard comeuppance. There is also the 
usual depiction of- parents as less 
competent than their offspring. 


Finally, though there is no depiction of 
it, there is a troubling implicit acceptance 
of sexual promiscuity as: standard teen- 
age behavior.
